* Information is urgent or need to be transmitted quickly. 
* Information is about day-to-day matters. 
* Answer does not require very much thouht or preparation. 


Note: synchronous communication is appropriate between friends or 
close family. 


Asynchronous communication is appropriate 


Between people who do not know each other well. 
When the information is important but not urgent. 
When the information is about sensitive or complex matters.

Margins 


It is amount of space between the edges of poster or 
billboard (4»5) and it's content. 


. Font size and type 


Choose an appropriate font size (easy to read) 
Choose a simplicity font. 


. Colors 


Choose combinations colors for information you want to 
emphasize. 
It is better not to use more 3 colors in aposter. 


. Images 


Use clear,good-quality and appropriate images.

There are many ways to evaluate the source: 


* Theauthors must be trusted. 
* The publication date must be recent. 
* Mention the sources of information .

To create a presentation using powerpoint click on its icon then click on 
Blank presentation 

Each tab contains a set of tools. 

At the top of the screen , you will see a menu bar with multiple tabs. 
Use first slide to name the title and subtitle of your presentation. 


Type the information in the text boxes. 
Slide: is a presentation page that contains text and image. 


To add another slide click on new slide. 
Click the layout icon on the Home menu to choose the layout of each slide 
To adding text to the slide 

. Click on the text box on the screen. 

. Choose the font style and size you would like to use. 


. Type the text. 


You can add visuals and effects. 
** Design: choose design options for each slide including background colors. 


** Draw: Access drawing tools. 
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** Transition: choose visual effects to use between each slide. 

** Animations : choose animated effects for each slide. 

** slide show : Decide how you'd like to present and time each slide. 

** view show : you can view the presentation by clicking the F5 key on the 
keybard. 


You can insert pictures: 


Click on Insert ==> click on pictures => choose the option from menu bar ==> 


Drag picture with mouse into the slide. 


Note: you can also insert picture using another program into powerpoint 
presentation. 


Keep the following features in mind when creating presentation: 
* Avoid word paragraphs or sentences. 
* Besure to use a font size and style that is readable. 


* Userelevant images instead of text practice your presentation in advance.
